Comments /notes on tonight’s mission and this interpretation: 

Incomplete picture of NNE perimeter does not allow for a thorough interpretation of the data, but imagery that was collected 

indicates the fire continues to grow with multiple hotspots outside of the main fire perimeter.  

Smoke up to 22k feet prevented imagery capture of much of the perimeter to the north and east of the eastern finger.
